Police probe

The concert-cash scandal doesn’t 
warrant a police investigation, 
council decided yesterday. 

Councillors voted 15-7 against 
referring the matter to police, but 
it wasn’t a quick decision. They 
debated and fired questions at May¬ 
or Peter Kelly and auditor general 
Larry Munroe for about five hours. 

A $400,000 cash advance to con¬ 
cert promoter Harold MacKay last 
year without the approval of coun¬ 
cil ignited the scandal at city hall 
when it was discovered in March. 
The auditor’s report was released 
last week. 

Coun. Linda Mosher, who put 
forward the motion to look into a 
police investigation or seek “exter¬ 
nal advice,” said it was the elephant 
in the room. 

“My request isn’t malicious. It’s 
based on residents’ concerns,” she 


said. “It’s clear ... good judgment

Councillors batted around the 
idea of holding a public inquiry, 
but cost was a big factor.

No laws were broken but the 
municipality’s charter was clearly 
violated, said Coun.

When it comes to the 
overnight winter parking 
ban, Coun. Russell Walker 
has a message for HRM mo¬ 
torists: “Be careful what 
you ask for.” 

Council approved easing 
the parking ban on a trial 
basis next winter so it only 
applies when there are 
snow and ice events.

Ken Reashor, director of 
transportation and public 
works, said they plan to 
monitor forecasts and issue 
a warning that the ban will 
be put in place a day or two 
in advance. 

He said he hopes en¬ 
forcement — more towing 
and tickets — will encour¬ 
age motorists to get their 
cars off the streets when 
the snow plows are out. 

Tickets are about $50 
and the cost of towing is 
near $300. If a surprise 
storm hits, the municipality 
will just have to deal with it 
because a ban can’t be 
called in the middle of the 
night, said Reashor.

Police say the shooting of 
a 25-year-old woman in¬ 
side a Fairview apartment 
early yesterday morning 
by two men pretending to 
be cops wasn’t a random 
incident. 

Halifax Regional Police 
spokesman Const. Brian 
Palmeter wouldn’t say 
how many times the vic¬ 
tim was shot, but that she 
“was wounded by a gun¬ 
shot” and taken to hospi¬ 
tal with serious but 


non-life-threatening in¬ 
juries. 

A person living inside 
the apartment complex 
told Metro he heard up to 
five shots being fired. 

“There was like a scuf¬ 
fle, then bang, bang, bang, 
bang, bang,” Shawn Ken¬ 
ney said outside the apart¬ 
ment complex. “Four or 
five (shots) ... They were 
pretty quick.” 

Police say two males 
went into the apartment 
at 56 Evans Ave. around 
1:30 a.m. and knocked on 
the victim’s door, identify¬ 
ing themselves as police.

When she opened the 
door the victim realized 
they weren’t police, at¬ 
tempted to close the door 
and a gunshot was fired.

You could say Marc Seguin 
has a twisted mind. 

He’s written a story for 
an upcoming cookbook in 
which the last survivor on 
earth eats herself to 
death, and, perhaps in a 
nod to Orwell’s Animal 
Farm, is consumed by pigs 
who create their own 
world. 

The Quebec artist is al¬ 
so fond of using dead ani¬ 
mals and road kill in his 
paintings, their fur and 
feathers front and centre 
on the canvas. 

Now, with his interna¬ 
tional star rapidly rising, 
particularly in New York, 
Seguin is turning heads 
with the most recent ma¬ 
terial on his palette: hu¬ 
man ashes. 

When a friend offered 
him the ashes of his 
mother, he spent some 
time deciding what to do 
with them. 

“It’s the symbolism of 
using human ashes that’s 
important here — of life, 
leaving a trace.” 


He is using them not to 
paint posthumous por¬ 
traits of the person from 
whom they were derived, 
but rather to do what he 
is celebrated for — com¬ 
menting fearlessly on the 
state of the world and its 
repeated breakdowns. 

Seguin, who is married 
with four children, chose 
bombed-out European 
churches from the Second 
World War. The images 
are stark. Gray and black. 
Collapsed roofs. Ruined 
arches. Splashes of blood 
red. 

Seguin’s treatment of 
churches extends to life 
in general. “The human 
experience has been a fail¬ 
ure,” he says. “We don’t 
live long enough to cor¬ 
rect things over time.” 

While laden with sym¬ 
bolism, the use of ash in 
painting is rather simple. 
Since cremation isn’t per¬ 
fect, he has to pick out 
pieces of bone, leaving on¬ 
ly the fine powder. To that 
he adds his wet brush. 


The canvas is moistened 
so it swells. And when it 
dries it locks in the pig¬ 
ment. 


In two years, Seguin 
has used the remains of 
seven bodies. Word-of- 
mouth has led people to 


donate. 

Seguin says he has re¬ 
ceived no criticism for us¬ 
ing ash. In fact, organic

elements aren’t new to 
artist’s paint. Animal 
blood is still used to make 
reds, for instance. 

As dark as his work 
seems to some, it may be 
that Seguin is a kind of 
optimist. 

For this world so full of 
failures, “It’s not too late,” 
he argues. “I have to have 
some faith in something 
at some point.”

Police raid reserves

Police launched a massive 
anti-drug crackdown yes¬ 
terday involving about 500 
officers, including the 
RCMP, at Mohawk commu¬ 
nities around Montreal. 

A number of searches 
and arrests have been 
made in Kanesatalce, Ak- 
wesasne and Oka. Police 
said the operation in¬ 
volved organized crime 
and drug-trafficking at 50 
sites. Seizures primarily in¬ 
volved marijuana. 

The raids targeted sus¬ 
pects in Kanesatalce, a 
community bedevilled in 
the past by violent re¬ 
sponses to outside police 
forces operating within its 
borders. Kanesatalce was 
also the site of the Oka Cri¬ 
sis, the 1990 standoff be¬ 
tween police and 
protestors. 

But Grand Chief Paul 
Nicholas said this time 
many members of the 
community were involved 


in the police operation be¬ 
cause they wanted illegal 
drug activities booted out. 

“The community’s fed 
up with the drug use,” 
Nicholas said. He also said 
the problems reach be¬ 
yond pot, adding that co¬ 
caine and pharmaceutical 
abuse have become a 
scourge. When asked how 
he thought his community 
would react to the busts, 


arrest warrants 
have been 
handed out. 

Nicholas was confident the 
situation would stay calm. 

Cpl. Luc Thibault said 
police worked with native 
police forces to help en¬ 
sure they could handle the 
delicate operations on First 
Nations territories.

Canada extends Libya mission

Parliament has formally ex¬ 
tended Canada’s military 
mission in Libya to the end 
of September as Ottawa en¬ 
dorsed the country’s rebels 
as the legitimate govern¬ 
ment of the country. 

By an overwhelming 
294-1 margin, MPs ap¬ 
proved the extension yes¬ 
terday evening after an 
exhaustive day-long debate 
on Canada’s involvement 
in the NATO-led, United Na- 
tions-sanctioned mission to 
protect civilians from dicta¬ 
tor Moammar Gadhafi. 

After the vote, Baird told 
reporters that he planned 
to meet soon with a Cana¬ 
dian-based member of the 
National Transitional Coun¬ 
cil of Libya. He moved to 
dispel any apprehension 
about the council, saying it 
represents “the best hope” 
for the future of the Libyan 
people. 

“Whatever happens, 


they couldn’t be any worse 
than Col. Gadhafi,” said 
Baird. 

Canada joins France, 
Spain, Italy, Germany, 
Qatar and the United Arab 
Emirates in formally recog¬ 
nizing the council. 

Yesterday’s vote extends 
the mission after NATO ap¬ 
proved a 90-day extension 
earlier this month. 

Green Party Leader Eliza¬ 
beth May was the lone dis¬ 
senter, saying she had 
concerns about “mission 
creep.” 

Paul Dewar, the NDP for¬ 
eign affairs critic, urged 
more humanitarian assis¬ 
tance and called for greater 
efforts to investigate and 
prosecute alleged war 
crimes in Libya. 

Baird reaffirmed last 
month’s G8 commitment 
that “at the political level... 
Mr. Gadhafi must go.”

Seal hunt market shrinking 


As the annual East Coast 
seal hunt draws to a close, 
federal officials said that 
this season was one of the 
worst since the early 
1990s, when the industry 
struggled to recover from 
a European ban on the im¬ 
portation of white pelts 
from young harp seals. 

The total number of 
harp seals killed in the 
2011 commercial slaugh¬ 
ter was about 38,000 out 
of the allowable catch of 
400,000. 

The industry’s latest 
slump is the result of a 
shrinking world market 
and poor ice conditions in 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence 
and off the north coast of 
Newfoundland. 

Last year, the European 
Union's 27 member states 
banned the importation 
of most seal products, a 
move that has depressed 
pelt prices to between $20 
and $30 — barely enough 
for seal hunters to cover 
the cost of fuel and insur¬ 
ance for their small boats. 

The use of large off¬ 
shore boats was banned in 
1987, the same year the 
federal government 
banned the killing of 
whitecoats. 

The United States 


banned importing seal 
products in 1972. 

Last week, the Canadi¬ 
an government said it will 
move ahead with its bid 
to challenge the latest Eu¬ 
ropean ban through the 
World Trade Organiza¬ 
tion, even though Ottawa

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Gay marriage 
upheld in Calif. 

O Scholars didn’t expect decision to be overturned 
O Judge cites gender- and race-based precedents 


A U.S. judge yesterday up¬ 
held a gay judge’s ruling to 
strike down California’s 
same-sex marriage ban, 
noting that his fellow ju¬ 
rist could not be presumed 
to have a personal stake in 
the case just because he 
was in a long-term rela¬ 
tionship with another 
man. 

Chief U.S. District Judge 
James Ware said former 
Chief Judge Vaughn Walk¬ 
er had no obligation to di¬ 
vulge whether he wanted 
to marry his own gay part¬ 
ner before he declared last 
year that voter-approved 
ban on same-sex marriage 
was unconstitutional. 

Ware called it the first 
case in which a judge’s 


same-sex relationship had 
led to calls for disqualifica¬ 
tion. 

The ruling does not set¬ 
tle the legal fight over the 
same-sex marriage ban 
known as Proposition 8. 
The 9th U.S. Circuit Court 
of Appeals is considering 
whether Walker properly 
concluded that denying 
gays and lesbians the right 
to marry violates their 
rights to due process and 
equal protection. 

Ware cited previous cas¬ 
es dealing with women 
and minority judges in 
concluding that his prede¬ 
cessor had acted appropri¬ 
ately. 

“The sole fact that a fed¬ 
eral judge shares the same 


circumstances or personal 
characteristics with other 
members of the general 
public, and that the judge 
could be affected by the 
outcome of a proceeding 
in the same way that other 
members of the general 
public would be affected, 
is not a basis for either re¬ 
cusal or disqualification,” 
he wrote. 

Lawyers for backers of 
the ban argued that Walk¬ 
er should have recused 
himself or disclosed his re¬ 
lationship. 

Walker publicly re¬ 
vealed after he retired in 
February that he is in a 10- 
year relationship with a 
man.

Soot and smog raise temperatures

ice packs to melt rapidly. 

Scientists warn that a 
global average temperature 
increase of more than two 
degrees raises the risk of 
disastrous climate changes 
effecting agriculture, sea 
levels and species survival.

Honda 

profits 

plunge 

Honda’s profit for the fis¬ 
cal year is expected to 
plunge 63.5 per cent as 
vehicles sales slipped 
amid a parts shortage 
caused by the quake and 
tsunami in eastern Japan. 

Honda Motor Co. gave 
the forecast yesterday, 
more than a month later 
than usual. Like other 
Japanese automakers, the 
maker of the Odyssey 


minivan and the Fit com¬ 
pact needed more time to 
assess the aftermath of 
the March 11 disaster. 

But Honda said vehicle 
production in Japan is ex¬ 
pected to be back at near¬ 
ly normal levels this 
month, and production 
in regions outside of 
Japan is expected to be 
back up to pre-disaster 
levels by September. 

Honda said it will try to 
deliver more vehicles, but 
it expects its global vehi¬ 
cle sales for the fiscal year 
to drop six per cent to 3.3 
million vehicles. Honda

Feds poised to quash 
Air Canada strike 


O Staff could be ordered back to work within 48 hours O Union claims 
up to 25 per cent of flights were cancelled on job action’s first day 


Ottawa is paving the way 
for baclc-to-worlc legislation 
for some 3,800 striking Air 
Canada employees, saying 
the economy is too weak to 
withstand a long strike. 

“Air Canada has a huge 
section of the market in 
Canada in terms of travel,” 
Finance Minister Jim Fla¬ 
herty said yesterday. “It af¬ 
fects tourists, of course, but 
it affects business, it affects 
the delivery of cargo in 
Canada and from Canada 
abroad. So this is a matter 
of significant economic 
consequence.” 

The workers went on 
strike just after midnight 


yesterday. Pension and 
wages have been the major 
stumbling blocks in talks. 

Managers stepped in to 
replace the striking work¬ 
ers and, aside from slightly 
longer lineups and minor 
delays, it was business as 
usual at major airports. 

But the striking workers 
said things weren’t running 
so smoothly behind the 
scenes and warned that 
wait times will get longer as 
the job action continues. 

Air Canada said about 
one per cent of its flights 
were pre-emptively can¬ 
celled to ease congestion.

This ring select¬ 
ed this guy for reasons to¬ 
tally baffling to him and 
everyone around him, for 
an unbelievable, extraordi¬ 
nary task. But it could be 
anyone.” 

His co-stars might beg to 
differ. “He’s a great super¬ 
hero, but, specifically, he’s 
a great Green Lantern,” ex¬ 
plains Blake Lively, who 
plays Carol Ferris, Hal’s 
contentious love interest.

It shouldn’t come as much 
of a surprise that Brian 
Wilson is not a man of 
many words. 

The legendary song¬ 
writer and Beach Boys 
frontman isn’t known for 
catchy quips or inspira¬ 
tional quotes — he’s al¬ 
ways done his talking 
through his music. 

Having a conversation 
with him, like I attempted 
to do a few weeks ago, is 
the exact opposite of what 
it’s like to listen to his 
songs. His music is always 
thickly layered with com¬ 
plex harmonies and instru¬ 
mentation — the more 
you listen to, say, Pet 
Sounds, the more you dis¬ 


cover. Talking to him is al¬ 
most like listening to si¬ 
lence. 

On his latest, Brian Wil¬ 
son Reimagines Gershwin, 
the hit maker transforms 
14 of George Gershwin’s 
songs — early 20th centu¬ 
ry music usually suited for 
symphonies and operas — 
into Wilsonesque pop 
tunes, complete with 
Beach Boys-style har¬ 
monies and sugary pop 
melodies. It’s easy to hear 
the passion in Wilson’s 
voice as he sings these 
songs — clearly these 
tracks mean something to 
him. But try to find out 
what exactly that is and he 
doesn’t say. “I love Gersh¬ 
win’s music,” says Wilson.

when I ask him how he ap¬ 
proached Gershwin’s mu¬ 
sic he says, “I try and 
re-imagine how he would 
have wanted it to be 
done.” 

No further explanation 
is given. It’s well docu¬ 
mented that Wilson 
speaks in one or two word 
sentences (at least to re¬ 
porters), so it’s not that he 
is being difficult. He just 
doesn’t feel the need to say 
anything more. He’d 
rather let his music speak 
for him. 

His new release does 
just that. Knowing a little

On a sunny 
Sunday, after paying a 
small rental fee, I found 
myself zipping down fa¬ 
mous Reforma Avenue 
while proudly standing on 
board my cool new self¬ 
balancing electric vehicle. 

It’s amazing how these 


machines can zip down 
sidewalks, streets and al¬ 
leys without the restric¬ 
tions of a car or 
motorcycle. Before long, I 
had passed the historic and 
beautiful Palace of Fine 
Arts, before circling the 
winged goddess on top of 
the super tall Monument 
of Independence. 

Another great thing 
about touring the city on a 
Segway is all the admiring 
looks, and even cheers you 
tend to get from onlookers.

Beautiful spring weather 
and longer days often 
mean a good, home- 
coolced supper falls by the 
wayside.

“Chopped salads are re¬ 
ally easy to make and 
there are so many differ¬ 
ent options you can come 
up with. It’s a great short¬ 
cut to just chop everything 
up on a board, mixing as 
you go, then throw the 
dressing on top, and bring 
it to the table,” Oliver said. 


And while plenty of kids 
like salad only for the 
dressing, Oliver urges a 
light touch. “Dressings are 
important as they make 
salads more fun to eat, but 
you only need to add a lit¬ 
tle bit at a time,” he said.

I On large cutting board, 
chop carrot, fennel and 
radishes. Bring it all to 
the centre of board and 
continue chopping and 
mixing together.

2 Slice salmon into small 
pieces, mix into salad. 

3 Make a well in middle 
and drizzle in olive oil, 
lemon juice and pinch of 
salt and pepper. Mix up 
so everything gets 
dressed, sprinkle with 
chopped dill, and serve.

to show that predictions 
about students’ futures 
are often wrong. 

There are strong links 
between characteristics of 
students, such as their so¬ 
cio-economic status or 
their school readiness, 
and their later achieve¬ 
ment but these relation¬ 
ships do not hold for all 
individuals. Many studies 
show that these predic¬ 
tions turn out to be 
wrong much more often 
than most people think.

bottom reading level at ondary education at age that the accuracy of pre¬ 
age 15 were in post- sec- 21. Research also shows dictions about students 



declines over time; that 
is, one year’s achieve¬ 
ment predicts the follow¬ 
ing year’s quite well, but 
is less accurate in predict¬ 
ing achievement three or 
four years later. 

The key thing that the 
research tells us is that 
students can and do 
change. With the right 
supports, students can 
achieve far more than 
anyone thought they 
could. Encouragement 
and support from both 
schools and families can 
also make those negative 
predictions less likely to 
be true. 

Parents and educators 


should be cautious in as¬ 
suming that the future of 
their child may be pre¬ 
dicted based on their cur¬ 
rent performance. 

Secondly, parents should 
be actively involved in 
supporting and advocat¬ 
ing for their child rather 
than accepting a negative 
future. This might in¬ 
clude being optimistic 
with the child about the 
future, or the child’s 
teacher identifying areas 
where home and school 
can work together.

Police not 
expecting 
Vancouver 
riot repeat 

As Vancouver gets ready for 
the final game of the Stan¬ 
ley Cup playoffs tonight, it 
does so under the shadow 
of the events that unfolded 
the last time the city was in¬ 
volved in the final. 

It’s been 17 years but im¬ 
ages of the Stanley Cup riot 
of 1994 still haunt the city, 
where thousands of people 
went on a rampage follow¬ 
ing the Canucks’ loss to the 
New York Rangers. Fans 
smashed windows, threw 
bricks and looted down¬ 
town stores. 

Police made 150 arrests 
in a matter of hours. Anoth¬ 
er 200 people were injured 
and Vancouver was left 
with a legacy of restrictive 
rules aimed at preventing 
any embarrassing repeats. 

But Vancouver police say 
much has changed since 
then and, while they’re cer¬ 
tainly prepared, they’re not 
anticipating any violence 
tonight. 

“By and large ... things 
have gone quite well,” Con¬ 
st. Lindsey Houghton said 
yesterday of the playoffs so 
far. 

The B.C. government or¬ 
dered downtown liquor 
stores be shut down at 4 
p.m. for Game 6, and may 
do so again tonight.

Newly preened, prepped 
and refreshed, the Dodge 
Avenger is now ready to 
step back into the mid-size 
sedan spotlight. 

It has been a tough road 
for the Avenger. The cur¬ 
rent version that was in¬ 
troduced for the 2008 
model year never really 
caught on with sedan 
shoppers and was clearly 
outclassed by higher-quali¬ 
ty offerings from Chevro¬ 
let, Ford, Toyota, Honda 
and others. 

Given that North Ameri¬ 
can sales in this segment 
are expected to top two 
million units this year, it’s 
vital that the Avenger, 
along with the similarly- 
sized Chrysler 200, get bet¬ 


ter, and fast. 

Certainly the future ap¬ 
pears brighter now that 
the automaker’s Fiat-con¬ 
trolled management has 
updated the Avenger as 
well as most of the au¬ 
tomaker’s other offerings 
with new style, improved 
cabins and up-to-date pow¬ 
ertrains. 

At $21,500, the base 
Avenger now sells for 
about $2,900 less than the 
previous comparable mod¬ 
el, something that 
Chrysler likely felt it had 
to do to gain some much- 
needed traction with po¬ 
tential buyers. 

With all of the across- 
the-board improvements, 
the Avenger’s styling still 
might take some getting 
used to, but the rest of the 
package is right on the 
money.

Additionally, the ride height has been 
slightly lowered (more at the front than at 
the rear), steering precision has been 
improved and the distance separating the 
left and right wheels (track) has been 
widened by about an inch. 


Interior 

The previous Avenger’s hard plastic dash and 
door panels have been replaced with soft-touch 
materials. In fact, the dash plus the gauge pod, 
vent openings and steering wheel are now bor¬ 
derline sumptuous. 

And that also goes for the new seats that 
come with added bolster support in front. The 
60:40 split-folding rear bench continues to fold 
nearly flat as before, and also includes a pass¬ 
through opening for transporting longer items. 


Engine 

Pop open the hood and the 173-horsepower 
2.4-litre four-cylinder base powerplant returns, 
but is now attached to the sub-frame using im¬ 
proved engine mounts to reduce vibration. 

The newly optional 283-horsepower 3.6-litre 
V6 can now be had in nearly eveiy Chiysler 
and Dodge model. Along with delivering close 
to 50 more horsepower than the previous 235- 
horse 3.5-litre V6, the 3.6 is also much more fu¬ 
el efficient in city driving.

CAMAROS FLOCK TO OSHAWA, BREAK GUINNESS RECORD

As Guinness World 
Records go, it was not 
as wacky as most. 
Nothing like, Most T- 
Shirts Worn at Once 
( 227 ), Greatest 
Distance by Paddling a

Bathtub (145-6 km), or 
Fastest 100 Metre Hur¬ 
dles Wearing Swim 
Fins ( 22.35 seconds). 


B ut it’s a Guin¬ 
ness World 
Record 
nonetheless, 
or at least it 
will be, as 

soon as the Guinness peo¬ 


ple get around to confirm¬ 
ing it. 

Because last weekend, 
587 Camaros were strate¬ 
gically parked in the big 
parking lot at the Oshawa, 
Ont., assembly plant. New 
2011 Camaros, built in the 
plant across the street, 
were put in place to form 
a gigantic Chevrolet 
“bowtie.” 

Camaro owners of cur¬ 
rent and previous genera¬ 
tion models were then 
invited to place their cars 
around the “bowtie,” to 
form a gigantic frame. 

Net result: The World’s 
Largest Car Mosaic. 


The previous record 
was 485 vehicles. 

There were lots of 
Camaros around, because 
GM threw a party for 
them and their owners. 

“In order to thank 
Canada and America for 
loaning us money, to keep 
us in business, GM decid¬ 
ed to open all of our 
plants to the public,” says 
Scott Settlemire, GM’s 
manager for Special Vehi¬ 
cles and Special Events. 

“As soon as we found 
out about this, we talked 
to Dan Hermer, the 
(Camaro) plant manager, 
and thought about open¬ 


ing the plant in conjunc¬ 
tion with the Ontario Ca¬ 
maro Club’s Nationals. It 
worked out perfectly.” 

The Nationals are the 
Ontario Camaro Club’s big 
annual blowout party, 
which includes social get- 
togethers, vendor shows, 
best-in-show competitions 
and cruises. The club usu¬ 
ally holds the event in Ni¬ 
agara Falls, Ont. 

“When GM invited us to 
come back here this year, 
we said, of course,” 
remarked club president 
Dale Oldham. “Why would 
you not want to be 
involved here? It’s a 


dream come true.” 

While many of the Ca¬ 
maros on the premises 
this weekend were from 
the Ontario club, the 
homecoming festivities 
were open to anyone, and 
Camaros and Camaro fans 
came from all over Canada 
and the U.S. 

One family even flew in 
from Sweden. 

In addition to opening 
the plant for the weekend, 
GM also brought in some 
special Camaros, such as 
Bumblebee of Transform¬ 
ers II, and the recently in¬ 
troduced 2012 Camaro 
45th Anniversary Model. 


The over-achieving 
2012 Camaro ZL1 also 
made its Canadian debut 
during the weekend’s fes¬ 
tivities. 

“This is a way to 
celebrate the rebirth of a 
Canadian and American 
legend,” noted GM’s Scott 
Settlemire. 

“It also demonstrates to 
the men and women in 
the factory that we’re 
building more than just 
an automobile, we’re 
building dreams. 
Everybody wins. 

“No downside... Well, 
maybe if you’re a Mustang 
owner.”

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Chrysler’s auto defog keeps everything clear 


Few things are more dan¬ 
gerous in a car than not be¬ 
ing able to see where you’re 
going. If the temperature 
and humidity suddenly 
change, your windshield 
can fog up almost instantly, 
and much can happen on 
the road in the several sec¬ 
onds it can take to clear it. 

Some automakers, in¬ 
cluding Chiysler, are taking 
a proactive approach with 
an auto defog function in 
the HVAC (heating, ventila¬ 


tion and air conditioning) 
system. The auto defog is 
part of the automatic cli¬ 
mate control system that’s 
standard on the 2011 
Chrysler 300 and optional 
on the 2011 Dodge Charger. 

“It uses a sensor on the 
windshield, located behind 
the rearview mirror,” says 
Mark Ware, project chief 
for HVAC for Chrysler’s 
rear-wheel-drive cars. 

“It’s looking for three 
things: the temperature of

the glass, the temperature 
of the inside air near the 
glass, and the relative hu¬ 
midity inside the car.” 

The tiny sensor does 
some mathematical calcula¬ 
tions, using the relative hu¬ 
midity and inside air 


temperature to calculate 
the dew point — the tem¬ 
perature when water 
vapour in the air turns into 
a liquid. 

Once it knows that, it 
compares the dew point to 
the temperature of the 
windshield and determines 
if there’s a possibility of the 
glass fogging up. 

If there is a chance, the 
system then decides how to 
handle it. 

“There are a couple of 


things it does in combina¬ 
tion with the controls for 
the HVAC system,” Ware 
says. 

“It can increase the blow¬ 
er speed, it can change the 
mode towards ‘defrost,’ and 
it can increase the outlet 
temperature. It’s a very 
complicated algorithm of 
what to do in each condi¬ 
tion.” 

The system can only take 
these proactive steps when 
the HVAC system is set to 


automatic climate control. 
If it isn’t, the auto defog 
won’t come on and over¬ 
ride what the occupants 
have set, but it will take less 
drastic measures, primarily 
one of turning on the air 
conditioning compressor. 

This lowers the humidity 
of the air coming out of the 
vents. The system also pre¬ 
vents you from switching 
on the air recirculation sys¬ 
tem, which also helps to 
control interior humidity.

Hyundai’s Veracruz hit the 
Canadian market for the 
2007 model year with the 
goal of putting an afford¬ 
able luxury crossover on 
the scene for thousands less 
than a comparable machine 
from Germany or Japan. 

As the range-topping ute 
from the Korean automak¬ 
er, Veracruz offered up top 
levels of comfort and style, 
alongside a competitive 
warranty and honest pric¬ 
ing. 

All models got a 3.8-litre 
V6 with 260 horsepower 
and a six-speed automatic

transmission. Most had All 
Wheel Drive (AWD), 
though a lower-priced, 
front-drive Veracruz was 
available. 

Look for features like 
power memoiy seating in 
heated leather, a sunroof, 
automatic lights, automatic 
climate control, multime¬ 
dia audio connectivity, a 6- 
CD changer, a rear-seat 
entertainment console and 
Bluetooth. 

An intelligent key sys¬ 
tem, auto-dimming mirror 
and power tailgate were al¬ 


so on board. 

What Owners Like 

Owners say a combination 
of quality, styling, interior 
appearance, safety ratings 
and a great driving position 
attracted them to the Ver¬ 
acruz, while attractive pric¬ 
ing and Hyundai’s warranty 
coverage helped seal the 
deal. 

A smooth ride, overall 
comfort and plenty of pow¬ 
er are also reported, and 
the soundsystem and pow¬ 
er tailgate are also a hit. 


What Owners Dislike 

Complaints include limited 
third-row seating space, 
which is a standard gripe in 
most three-row crossover 
models. Some owners do re¬ 
port a rough or jarring ride, 
particularly on models with 
larger wheels and on 
rougher roads. A few own¬ 
ers claim the ice-blue dis¬ 
plays are difficult to read at 
night, too. 

Common Issues 
Start by inspecting all of 
the Veracruz’s options and 


features for proper opera¬ 
tion. Some owners have re¬ 
ported problems getting 
the lceyfob to open the 
power tailgate, a CD player 
that won’t eject discs, or a 
faulty “resume” button for 
the cruise control system. 

Ensure these features all 
work properly — and check 
the automatic climate con¬ 
trol, air conditioner, enter¬ 
tainment console, power 
seats and all lights, too. 

Check the taillamps for 
signs of cracking, and note 


that driveability issues re¬ 
lated to the engine in terms 
of “sputtering” or lumpy 
power deliveiy are likely 
caused by failing oxygen 
sensors. A check-engine 
light may be illuminated if 
this is the case. 

On AWD models, park 
on some sand or a similar 
low-traction surface and ac¬ 
celerate rapidly from a 
stand-still, ensuring there 
are no unwelcomed noises 
or “clunks” as the AWD sys¬ 
tem engages in response to 
wheelspin. 

The Verdict 

Though information is 
somewhat sparse, the Ver¬ 
acruz looks to be a solid 
performer with no system¬ 
atic or glaring problems re¬ 
ported by its small but 
largely-happy owner com¬ 
munity.
